On a motion by Durby and seconded by Jensvold the Supervisors moved to set the
formation of the EMS Advisory Council with a project coordinator, a representative from
Forest City, Buffalo Center, Lake Mills and Thompson, one Winnebago County Supervisor,
one banker or finance person, and 2 rural community members in staggered 4 year terms.
All voted aye. Motion carried.

On a motion by Durby and seconded by Jensvold the Supervisors moved to approve
the Auditor or a representative from the office as recording secretary, communications, and
liaison for budget as an ex-officio member of the EMS Advisory Council. All voted aye.
Motion carried.

On a motion by Jensvold and seconded by Durby the Supervisors moved to set the
formation of the EMS Technical Committee. This committee will have a project coordinator,
EMS representative from Buffalo Center, Lake Mills and Forest City, the Paramedic Service,
Winnebago County Communications, Winnebago County Emergency Management, Rake
First Responders, and each of the seven city mayors or their appointee. All voted aye.
Motion carried.

Karla Weiss, Auditor discussed an inter loan fund transfer to fund the EMS from July
1, 2023 until taxes come in around September 30, 2023. This will come from the General
Fund and go back to the General Fund. It will be up to the Supervisors if they utilize this.
